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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/15/2002 had been 
considered. 

■ Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "32" has been used to designate both central edge and 
blade holder portion in figure 1. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Graf 
(6,421,934) in view of Reynolds (6,109,622). 

Graf in figures 1-2 discloses a skate boot and getting up aid for such a skate boot 
comprising a protective shell (1) having opposing side walls (4) and a sole (6) joined by 
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toe and heel portions. The shell defined an interior cavity adapted for a receiving a 
goalie ice skate boot. Graf also discloses a holder unitarily formed as part of the sole of 
the shell. The holder has an open-ended groove (figure 2) extending lengthwise 
thereover. Graf also discloses a blade (2) having a blade edge and at least two legs 
projecting from the blade edge. Graf fail to show and at least two transversely 
extending bores formed in the holder, apertures formed in the legs and fasteners 
engagable through the apertures in the legs of the blade and the bores in the holder to 
removably affix the blade to the holder. 

Reynolds in figure 2 discloses an ice skate chassis comprising a holder (1), a 
blade (79) and fasteners (65). The holder has at least two transversely extending bores 
(50, 51) formed in the holder. The blade has apertures (70, 71) in legs. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the skate boot and getting up aid for such a skate boot of Graf with the ice skate 
chassis having at least two transverse bores, apertures and fasteners as taught by 
Reynolds in order to increase the force opposing deformation of the blade given by the 
transverse force. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. McLeod discloses a toe thrusting edge blade for goalie skates, 
Hoshizaki et al. discloses a skate boot, Brown discloses a skate boot assembly, 
Bourque discloses a goaler skate boot, Seidel discloses a multipart skate, Czeiszperger 
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discloses a skate show guard, Laberge discloses a runner support for a skate, 
Pawlowski et al. discloses an ice skate blade and Goldsmith et al. discloses an ice 
skate.
